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Many Interested in Formation 


of Egg Circle 


There were over fifty in attend 
ance at the meeting arranged by 
the looal Agricultural Society in the 
Claresholm School of Agriculture 
on Monday afternoon, the object 
being the formation of nn egg circle 
in this neighborhood. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Principal 
Stephen and C. P. Marker, provin- 
cial dairy commissioner and G, W. 
Scott, provincial dairy inspector, 
addreassel the meeting. Mr. Scott 
confined his remarks to sound ad- 
vice on the production of eggs while 
Mr. Marker dealt with the market- 
ing of eggs. At the close of the 
addresses the matter of forming an 
egg circle was taken under consider- 
ation. 

Mr. Marker disclaimed a desire 
on the part of the government to 
interfere with any of the regularly 
established functions of commerce. 
In the opinion of the producer “ed 
to-day, the greatest objection to the 
present system of marketing is that 
the discriminating consumer’s qual- 
ity buying does not come down to 
the buyer who is in direct touch 
with the producer and the producer, 
is not rewarded for an effort to pro- | 
duce a superior article nor is he 
penalized for the production of an| 

| 


inferior article. This conduces in 
the direction of an indifferent pro- 
ducer. He classified the customers 
of the retail dealers a» the “faney’? | 
buyers, the ‘‘general’’? buyers and 
the ‘‘bargain hunters.’? The pro- 
ducer does not come in touch with} 
these classes but receives for his 
produce an average or minimum 
price, the classification being done} 
higher up. Co-operative selling is 
designed to eradicate this very evil 
influence and to teach the producer 
that it pays to produce the faney 
article for a fancy price. The farm- 
ers are willing to let the midd 
man of commerce attend to the 
distributing if the middlemen will 
but fulfil properly their functions’ 
and. give the farmer a square deal.! 
In the present system the farmer! 
who sends good eggs to the maiket 
has to stand on the same plane of 
equality of price as the one who 
sends bad eggs to market. 

The speaker had placed two ob- 
ject lessons, each being a object in 
mathematics with a solution very 
patent to all, upon the blackboard 
Out ofa shipment of 5! dozen eggs 
which were classified by the govern- 
ments experts at Calgary a couple 
of weeks ago 21 dez were classified 
as ‘‘selecta,’’ the price being 24c. 
for this class, selling for $5.04; 
28 doz. and 11 eggs were called No. 
1, price 23c., total 86.36; Tl eggs 


le. 


graded No, 2, price 17e., total .16; 
there were 2 doz. and 5 egga, cracks, 


20e., total .23; 9 were broken, 
The shipment sold for $11.80 


The cost for freight and classifiva- 
tion was about lfc. per dozen. In 
the co operative marketing of eggs 
instead of everyone getting about 
16c. for eggs, good, bad and indif 
ferent, the production whieh wa- 
classed *‘seleets’’ paid to the pro- 
ducer 24c. while the marketer of 
the poorer quality had to be con- 
tert with a correspondingly lower 
price. As one of the speakers said 
during the debate, if the tarmer 
was assured he would get quality 
prices he would mighty soon learn 
how to produce quality articles.
